Proposed Legislation Is Regarded as 


More Effective in Reaching Japanese 


Farmers of the State Than Any Oth- 


er Existing Bill and Is Least Objec­ 


tionable From an International Point 


of View. 


Sacramento, Cal., May I.—An open 
right of way for final action in the 
senate on the Webb antl-allen land act 
was prepared by the floor leaders in 
the upper house and in a few hours 
a concrete expression of the legisla­ 
ture's attitude toward Secretary Bry­ 
an’s diplomatic visit will be at hand 
In the shape of a vote on the most 
drastic land holding act yet proposed. 
Secretary Bryan is in San Francisco. 
It was not known whether ho had re­ 
ceived further instructions from Presi­ 
dent Wilson 
regarding 
his proposi­ 
tions to the legislature. 
In his absence the original plan to 
permit no further delay was carried 
out.. 
A long debate is not improbable and 
a few amendments may be offered but 
they will be resisted with the full 
force of the administration leaders, 
who stated that they expect the act to 
be passed In Its present form. 
There was wide discussion of the 
new bill, although little criticism was 
forthcoming from the standpoint of 
California. In comparison with various 
drafts that preceded it the Webb act 
is said to be more drastic and ef­ 
fective in reaching the Japanese farm­ 
ers of the state than any other proposed 
measure and at the same time least 
objectionable of all from an interna­ 
tional point of view. 
Senator Thompson said that the bill 
provided for "the immediate and di­ 
rect solution of the Japanese prob­ 
lem,” and to this extent it is the most 
rigid 
and uncompromising 
measure 
that has been suggested. 


No Concession to Bryan. 


Senator Thompson denied that the 
wording of the act, or any part of it, 
can be taken as a concession to the 
objections of Secretary 
Bryan and 
Governor Johnson stated that from 
what he understood of the situation 
the measure did not have the approval 
of President Wilson. 
“ It Is altogether probable we would 
have reached this form of bill In any 
case,” Senator Thompson said, “ and 
it cannot fairly be said that the draft 
prepared by Attorney General Webb 
reflects any of the sentiments of Mr. 
Bryan, except his desire that we do 
not offend any one, and that of course 
has been our guiding principle from 
the beginning. 
At no time have we 
wished to offend the people of any 
nation and our desire to avoid the 
words ‘ineligible to citizenship’ has 
been as strong as that of the federal 
administration. 
"Those words are not used in the 
Webb bill, but I do not hesitate to 
say that the effect and result will be 
precisely the same as if they were in­ 
cluded and it will be so understood. 
There was no way to avoid it.’’ 
A close study of the Webb bill shows 
the extent of the restrictions placed 
upon aliens who are not permitted to 
become citizens, although the limita­ 
tions are precisely those imposed in 
the 
existing 
treaties 
between 
the 
United States and Japan, China and 
other nations whose subjects are ineli­ 
gible. 
In the case of Japan they are pro­ 
hibited 
entirely from 
acquiring or 
holding land for farming or agricul­ 
tural purjioses and it is declared that 
the passage of the act will put an end, 
not only to the growth of Japanese 
farming colonies, but eventually to the 
colonies themselves. 


New York Democrats Defy Gov­ 


ernor Sulzer. 


SPECIAL SESSION PROBABLE 


Several Members of the Majority Par 


ty Resent Threat of State Executive 


to Drive From the Organization Any 


Who Oppose Measure— Sulzer W ill 


Tour State in Effort to Arouse Sen­ 


timent In Favor of Bill. 


Albany, N. Y., May I.— Despite the 
overwhelming defeat in the senate of 
his statewide direct primary bill Gov­ 
ernor Sulzer will not oppose the plan 
of legislative loaders to end the regu­ 
lar session this week, provided a pro­ 
gram he outlined is carried out. 
This 
calls for the passage of several bills 
still pending. 
Chief among these measures are 
nine bills providing for the reform of 
stock exchange methods. 
The gov­ 
ernor Is particularly interest*# in the 
measures providing for the incorpora­ 
tion of the New York Stock exchange 
aud prohibiting discrimination in the 
printing or engraving of bonds or 
stock certificates. 
The vote on the primary bill was 42 
against to 8 favoring it. 
A long de­ 
bate preceded the vote, during which 
several members of the Democratic 
majority, 
picking 
up 
the 
gauntlet 
which the governor threw down last 
Saturday, when he threatened to drive 
from the party any who opposed the 
bill, bitterly arraigned the executive 
for the language he used in vetoing 
the Blauvelt primary law. 
Almost Immediately afte* the de­ 
cisive vote was announced the Blau­ 
velt bill, slightly changed from the 
form in which it was vetoed on the 
ground that it "was a fraud” and a 
"miserable makeshift,” was reintro­ 
duced and advanced to the order of 
final passage. 
Although he has expressed his will­ 
ingness to allow the legislature to ad­ 
journ Governor Sulzer makes no ef- I 
fort to conceal his purpose to call an 
extraordinary session to reconsider the 
bill. 
He has not indicated the date, I 
however. 
The fact that he intends to tour the 
state in an effort to arouse sentiment 
for the measure is taken to indicate 
that the legislature may not be re­ 
called until late in the summer.

"Yes," was the reply: “ not only on 
account of the way Oscar Is putting 
through a tariff bill in conformity to 
Wilson’s wishes, but he owes him 
more than that, 
If Underwood had 
withdrawn before Wilson made such 
pronounced gains at Baltimore. Clark 
and not Wilson would be president" 


Experience the Teacher.

RESULTS ON THE DIAMOND 


Govemmsnt Deposits Will Also 


Draw Interest. 


Washington, 
May 
I.—Tho 
fiscal 
system of the United States govern­ 
ing deposits of federal funds in na­ 
tional banks was revolutionized by 
Secretary McAdoo of the treasury de­ 
partment with the announcement that 
all government depositories,, whether 
active or inactive, would be required 
to pay interest at the rate of 2 per 
cent per annum beginning June I upon 
deposits of the government. 
Simultaneously with this action the 
secretary authorized an immediate in­ 
crease of $10,000,000 In government 
deposits in the national banks, mak­ 
ing the total $52,649,964, from which 
the federal treasury will earn, under 
the new interest order, $1,053,000 an­ 
nually.

Bemidji, Minn.. May I.— Reports re* 
ceived here 
from 
Remer, Minn., a 
thriving town on the Soo line fifty 
miles southeast of here, are that more 
than a half million dollars' damage ha* 
been done by a fire near there that 
had its origin in a pile of timber 
slashings. 
The people of this city are anxion* 
ly awaiting further news, as it is said 
a high wind is fanning the blaze rap­ 
idly through the forests toward Be­ 
midji. 
This wind is believed to be 
the tail of a miniature "tw ister” that 
did considerable damage here.

fire which

Remer a big forest blaze is reported 
near I^ake George, twenty miles south 
of Bemidji, and near Badger, north of 
here. 
The heaviest loser in Remer is the 
Duluth Logging company. 
Two sea­ 
sons' cut of timber, including posts, 
poles and ties, was destroyed in its 
yard three miles west of the town. 
Several other buildings and some Soo 
line box cars were burned. 
Luckily 
for the town the course of the wind 
changed, 
carrying the 
flames away 
from the business district and toward 
the forest west of town. 
The Thornton fire rangers are fights 
ing the fire. but report says it is be­ 
yond control. Fire Ranger L. F. John­ 
son of Bemidji has a crew of men at 
this end preparing to give battle to the 
flumes if they reach this far. 
Forest fires in this locality are con­ 
sidered exceptionally dangerous right 
now. owing to high winds that have 
prevailed the last few days. 
Sweep­ 
ing through the business and resi­ 
dence district here at a rate of fifty 
miles an hour a wind blew down
